Soprano Allison Angelo is from Nova Scotia where she received a Bachelor of Arts in Music and Theatre 
from Dalhousie University (1999). She went on to complete an Artist Diploma (2002) and a Masters in 
Music in Opera Performance (2004) from the University of Toronto, in the studio of Jean MacPhail. 

After completing her studies at UofT, she spent two years at the L’Opera de Montreal Atelier Lyrique. She 
also spent three summers at the Banff Centre and two summers at Tanglewood Music Centre. 

Professional highlights include performances with l'Opera de Montreal, the Boston Pops, the Tanglewood 
Festival, the symphonies of Toronto, Edmonton, Vancouver, Winnipeg, Kingston and Victoria as well as 
Symphony Nova Scotia, Toronto Operetta Theatre, the Luminato Festival, the Elmer Iseler Singers, and 
the Elora Festival. She has been heard in recital with the Ottawa Chamber Festival, The Mountain View 
Festival (Calgary), Off-Centre Music Salon (Toronto) and the Cecilia Concert Series (Halifax). Her debut 
recording, Moon Loves Its Light, received an ECMA nomination for Best Classical Recording in 2017. 

In addition to her singing career, Allison is a church musician and voice teacher. She is also a mom to two 
sons, Leander (7), Roan (3) and daughter, James-Evelyn, who celebrated her first birthday earlier this 
month. 

Yvette Coleman, pupil of Elizabeth McDonald is a graduate of UOT with a BMus in performance voice. 
Former classical singer is now best known for her versatility as a singer-songwriter, director, 
choreographer, and actress. Yvette spends her time between Toronto, LA, and Atlantic Canada 
songwriting, recording, as well as building shows for the International Festival 'Gros Morne Summer 
Music*. Most of her writing and attention is now focused into her new artist project 'Saint Yves.' 

Saint Yves blends elements of pop, soul and R&B, captivating audiences with sincere and vulnerable 
songwriting. Her first single 'Next to Me' debuted in July of 2017, and together with BRDGS, this duo 
released their latest single "Fortune" this past May which charted in Canada’s Top 50 Viral Hits. Overall 
recording credits include 4 million streams on Spotify & Top 30 on the Canadian CHR Billboard chart. 
Yvette was also the winner of The International Presentation of Performers Vocal competition in Los 
Angeles, California. She was most recently offered a principal singing role in Zhuhai’s Chimelong Circus 
Show, 2019. 



Born on a farm in southern Manitoba, Chris Enns attended Opera School at the University of Toronto 
from 2008 to 2010. 


Chris holds a financial planning certification from the Financial Planning Standards Council, Canada’s 
premier standards- setting and certification body for financial planning. He works with creatives and 
other money misfits across North America to help them get control of their money. 

He is also the founder of the site From Rags to Reasonable, a financial resource built specifically for 
people with non-traditional finances. His work reaches thousands every month and has been referenced 
and published on numerous online platforms including: The Globe and Mail, The Huffington Post, The 
Toronto Star and ArtsHub. 

Mr Enns remains an active performer in the operatic world. This year he’ll perform in Toronto, Chicago 
and France. 


Ottawa-born soprano Gwenna Fairchild-Taylor (M. Mus. Opera, 2015) combines singing professionally 
with teaching music in underserved and deserving communities. In 2017-18, selected performances 
included Fiordiligi for Toronto Lyric Opera Centre, Soprano Soloist in Beethoven Symphony No. 9, 
premiering "Coming Home" with the Artsong Collaborative Project, presenting R. Strauss and Mozart 
scenes with MYOpera, and narrating, writing and singing a new adaptation for children of Humperdinck’s 
Hansel and Gretel (North York Concert Orchestra), Other selected credits include Romanian 
Buyer/Ensemble in Oksana G (Tapestry Opera), soprano soloist in Beethoven Symphony no. 9 (London 
Symphonia), Berta in The Barber of Seville (Indian River Festival, Stratford Summer Music), Wagner’s 
Wesendonck Lieder and Narrator in Peter and the Wolf (North York Concert Orchestra), Lady with a Cake 
Box in Argento’s Postcard from Morocco, Lady Billows, Donna Anna, and the title role in The Merry 
Widow. An accomplished arts educator, Gwenna is a four-time recipient of Government of Nunavut 
Culture & Heritage Grants in support of self-run free music and drama programs for children of all ages in 
several small communities in Nunavut. Gwenna will return to three nunavut communities to teach in 
early 2019. Over the last seven years, her program has grown to reach over 500 children per year in 
remote arctic communities. In addition, Gwenna developed the curriculum and is Lead Teacher for 
Learn English Through Song, a singing class for female newcomers to Canada who are new english 
learners funded by The Corporation of Roy Thomson Hall and Massey Hall. The class is designed to foster 
community building and build confidence through singing. Gwenna is also on faculty at Regent Park 
School of Music.

Recent graduate of the Canadian Opera Company's Ensemble studio, Danika Loren is known for her 
dramatic sensitivity and instinctive musicality. Her finesse with song repertoire has afforded Danika 
opportunities to share the stage with internationally recognized singers such as Stephanie Blythe, 
Barbara Hannigan and Catherine Wyn-Rogers. Having premiered the first of her own compositions with 
the Canadian Art Song Project in 2016, she has since had her works performed in the Canadian Opera 
Company’s noon concert series. Ms. Loren continues to compose, direct and create new projects and is a 
founding member of Collectif. his past summer, Danika was also awarded a test recording with Deutsche 
Grammophon in the Stella Maris vocal competition. Ms. Loren completed both undergraduate and 
master’s degrees at the University of Toronto, studying with J. Patrick Raftery and Wendy Nielsen. 



Jonathan MacArthur is a performer and producer, a true Saggitarius and a proud 
Prince-Edward-Islander. He studied music at Dalhousie University and the Rimsky-Korsakov 
Conservatory, studied Russian at Saint-Petersburg State University, and graduated from UofT Opera in 
2014. Jonathan is currently the General Manager of Against the Grain Theatre and is in the final year as 
the Canadian Opera Company’s Company-in-Residence; a program designed for independent companies 
and administrators looking to establish administrative stability and expand creative capacity. A frequent 
interpreter of new and contemporary music, Jonathan’s artistic practice is to seek innovative 
performance experiences that contribute to the shifting landscape of classical music. Creative projects for 
Jonathan this year include a revival of Electric Messiah with Soundstreams, a fully realized ballet-lyrique 
inspired opera featuring a triple bill of three new operas with FAWN Chamber Creative titled PANDORA, 
and late night sets with his original pop-synth dance band, DONNA. Jonathan is glad to be here after a late 
night at the Polaris Prize music gala where he had the honour to sing with Jeremy Dutcher, celebrating 
his incredible debut album Wolastoqiyik Lintuwakonawa. 


Canadian lyric soprano Shantelle Przybylo is originally from Unionville, Ontario. She graduated from the 
University of Toronto with a Masters of Music Performance in 2011, and is now pursuing a DMA in Voice 
Pedagogy at UofT. This past summer, Shantelle performed the role of Mimi in La Boheme with Highlands 
Opera Studio. She is a graduate of Washington National Opera’s Domingo Cafritz Young Artist Program. 

At WNO, she sang Pamina and Papagena in The Magic Flute, Giannetta in L'Elisir d’Amore, Gretel in Hansel 
and Gretel, as well as Zerlina in Don Giovanni, a role which she reprised at the Green Mountain Opera 
Festival. Recent engagements include performing the role of Fiordiligi in Cosifan tutte at Nederlandse 
Reisopera, The Banff Centre and a concert performance at the world renowned Concertgebouw. Ms. 
Przybylo has also been seen in such roles as Arminda in La Finta Giardiniera, Adalgisa in Norma, Miss 
Titmouse in Too Many Sopranos, Edith in the Pirates of Penzance, and Nataliya in Oksana G. She is a 
Regional finalist of the Metropolitan Opera National Council Auditions and winner of the Prix Jeune 
Espoir Lyrique Canadien in the Jeunes Ambassadeurs Lyriques competition in 2012. Besides singing and 
performing in operas, Shantelle also enjoys salsa dancing, teaching voice and piano, and playing 
volleyball.
